for months in the minds of citizens of 
Chicago found a realization today in a 
frightful holocaust at the World's Fair, 
that claimed nearly two score of victims, 
and for a lime threatened the destruc- 
of the entire White City. 


The disaster IB all tho more dreadful 


because of its sudden transformation 
from an innocent Dame to n dealing 
catastrophe. 


Tlie structure that burned was a cold 


storage warehouse, one of the smallest 
buildings at the fair, hnL not belonging 
to the exposition, but was an exhibit of 
the Hcruulcs iron works and ice and 
refrigerating machine maun tact urcrs. 


The building contained a skating 


rink, three 120-ton ice- machines, somo 
forty barrels of linseed oil, which added 
fuel to the flame, and there was stored 
larnequantitiea of meat, fruit, etc. 


That tlio lire waa not communicated 


to oilier World's Fair buildings was djie 
to favorable winds. 


A scene of horror was witnessed by 


ninny thousands of people who flocked 
lo the locality when the alarm soundcil. 


'KTItONO MEN WHIT 


and women fainted as one life afler an- 
other was snuffed out within full view of 
the multitude, but beyond the reach of 
huimm aid. 


The lire was not generally observed 


until about 1.15 p.m., and within thirty 
minutes the grcul loss of life occurred. 


At the first signal firemen rushed up 


the huge shaft surrounding tho mnoke 
stuck, and when at the summit began 
preparations to light the iliuncK, which 
first appeared at this point. 


Itufore the hose could IKS cwpli'i! a cry 


of horror from the crowd below luwtwl 
the liremen to look down, for the whole 
place below was encircled with llaniCH. 


Tlic men stood Hlolidly for a moment 


hi full realization of Ihuir danger, then 
one jir:i«i)Ril a rope which ho lowered for 
the purpose of raising the- ho.su, and 
half standing, half falling reached tho 
roof, ninctv foot below, in a bruised and 
huriu'd condition, but still alive. 


The rimvd below became wild with 


i-xciU'iiuMit, and weeping women and 
frenzied mun rushed around ringing 
their hands and muaning in anguish 
over Ilieir inability to render aid. 


Suddenly every «yo wiis turned up- 


ward by the preparation uf a fireman to 
jump. ' JK> pave :i quick, spasmodic 
leap, and turned over and mvr half a 
dox-t'ii limes heforu be struck the roof 
ninety fuel below. 


Wlfen the body (struck Hie roof there 


was a frightful crash, and it bounded far 
up again into the air.

The very horror of death riveted every 


eve to the scene, and while men and wo- 
men shouted hysterically the guards 
were almost powerless to keep the crowd 
awfly from danger. 


The spectacle became more horrible as 


minutes passed, und for the last man on 
the cupola was reserved tho most dread- 
ful fate of all. 


Afler h 19 companions bad Ipnpod to 


apparent death, and as he was hesi- 
tating, the whole shaft began lo trem- 
ble and vibrate. 


The lone fireman understood, the

As a fire trap the cold storage ware- 


houeo could not have been more per- 
fectly constructed. 


It waa 250 feet long, 150 feet wide and 


made of wood. Tho main body of the 
building was fivo .stories high. In the 
center rose n amo^e stack in the ahape 
of a cupola 200 feet high, its base about 
30 feet square, and it was 90 feet up to 
the balcony from which rose a tower 
culminating in the mouth of the smoke 


covered. 
It is supposed tho framework atomic 


the chimney caught fire from a defect in 
the Hue. At first it appeared an insig- 
nificant affair, but knowing tho inflam- 
mable nature of the structure Fire Mar- 
shal Murphy called all the companies 
out, with about forty of his men.

the balcony 150 feet from tho ground.

moved to Kock Island, III. For several 
years ho carried on the jewelry business 
in connection with W.T. ItiKjia. Not 
content to engage in that business 
alone, he became engaged in several im- 
portant enterprises. 


A Hock Island business directory o: 


1877 lias the following concerning him: 
"He was the owner of the land and or- 
ganized the company which established 
the beautiful Chippiannock comcLery 
(city of tho dead), served na director 
and was president of the nssocmtior 
during his residence there; was alsc 
tho originator of the Kock Island am 
Pooria railroad, and ecrved as its first 
superintendent and general manager 
The lirst engine run over the road bor< 
the naino of Holtnos Hakes. Subse- 
quently when the road passed into the 
hands of tho trustee he became tho 
lessee. 


He was also the originator and owne< 


the majority of the stock of the Oon 
Valley Mining Company, which he soli 
to P. L. Cable, father of Hon. Ben T 
Cable, member of congress from tlm 
district. From these two enterprises 
Mr. Cable realized over $1,000,000. 


Ho also with others developed tho 


water power of Milan a short distanci 
from 
Kock 
Island. 
He built am 


owned, with his son George, tho Itock 
Island paper mill, of which he was pres 
ident, which valuable piece of property 
was destroyed by tire prior tohiscominj, 
to California, lie was also director ii 
what is now the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company.

meaning. 


He was in Scott's saloon, as testified 


by Upton, but at an earlier hour, and 
he visited Henry's livery stables about 
midnight—about the time mentioned in 
Policeman Johnston's testimony, but 
did not order tlie gas turned down. He 
explained why he had his beard and 
mustache shaved off several days after 
the killing, and be revealed the fact that 
the Bank of California and several 
wealthy persons had volunteered and 
had put up the money for his defense. 
~Fnuik E. Cronin saw Polley on Sun- 
day forenoon, thus contradicting Pol- 
ley'B testimony that ho lay in bed until 
late Sunday afternoon. When Cronin 
left Polley at 10 or 11 o'clock on Satur- 
day evening Polley was not drunk as 
sworn by him, and ho wan not drunk on 
Sunday night when Cronin parted from 
him. 


Yesterday witnessed the largest at-

was drunk on Saturday night or sick on 
Sunday. He met Polley at tlic (jill 
Edge steam beer saloon on I street and 
told him how the rancher had diaap 
pointed him as to emplovmenl, anil lie 
and Polley hud a drink together, aftci 
which Cronin left him and went to sleei 
in the Fresno horse market. He, Polley 
and others went out, to Dunn's vineyan 
below Malaga on Monday and arrived 
there in time for the noon meal, am! 
worked there for live days.

Caino 
to Fresno in 1890 and had about $2 witli 
him, ami worked for the Fresno Canal 
and Irrigation Company in 1890, anil 
before that time worked in Dr. Perrin's 
oflice in San Francisco. 
I Ic remained 


hero until just before Christmas of 1890. 
Then ho went back to San Francisco 
and worked for Dr. Pcrrin and came to 
Fresno in January, '891, where he 
worked for Dr. Pernn for three or four 
months on the Moss vineyard, and went 
to San Francisco, returning horo to take 
charge of the San lltcardo ranch for Mr. 
Hodgkina, where he remained until the 
middle of April. Then he went to the 
Curtis vineyard on August 8th to work 
for $50 per 
month 
and 
expenses 


When he quit working for Curtis he 
bad $30 in bis pocket. He borrowtt' 
some money from Mr. Paraona, am;
